Washington, May ll.—A Canad­ 
ian minister to the United States 
soon will be appointed. 
Formal announcement of the pur­ 
pose of the British government to 
place Candian relations with the 
United States completely in the 
hands of Canada was made yester 
day in a statem ent read 
iii

Canadian parliament at Ottawa In­ 
direction of the governor-general 
and the British parliament at Lon . 
don and made public here through | 
the British embassy. 
Unusual powers are to be con 
ferred upon the Canadian minister. 
In tile absence of the British am 
bassador lie will take* full charge of 
all British diplomatic relations with 
the United States. 
The official 
British 
statement 
said in part: 
“An .arrangement has been con­ 
cluded between the 
British 
and 
C an a d o l governments to provide 
more complete representation of 
Canadian interests at Washington. 
it has been agreed that his majesty. 
on the advice of his Canadian min 
isters. shall appoint 
a 
minister 
plenipotentiary who 
will 
have 
charge of Canadian affairs and will 
at a ll tinms be the ordinary chan 
ne.l of communication with 
the 
United Stater, government iii mat 
ters of purely Canadian interest 
"In the absence of the ambas 
sailor the Canadian minister wilt 
take charge of the whole embassy 
and of the representation of im 
penal as well as Canadian inter­ 
ests. 
He will he accredited by lite, 
majesty to the President with the 
necessary powers for this purpose 
This arrangem ent will not denote 
any departure from the principle 
af the diplomatic unity of the Brit­ 
ish empire. 
“In view- of the peculiarity clos a 
relations that have always existed 
between the people of Canada and 
those of the United States, it is 
confidently expected as well that 
this new- step will have the very 
desirable result of maintaining and 
strengthening the friendly relations 
and co-operation between the Brit­ 
ish empire and the United States."

inet. the name of 
the 
Canadian 
minister to Washington will not he 
announced until some time this 
summer or fall in order to Insure
